peaks, the arms of the 38-mile-long Ruth 


Glacier converge to carve out an oversize val- 
ley of granite walls resembling Yosemite in 
the Pleistocene Epoch — wild almost inac- 


cessible terrain and Galen Rowell takes you 


there with his camera. It covers a trip up the 
Alaska Highway into Mt. McKinley National 
Park. Here we see green tundra, a sunrise on 
20,320 Mt. McKinley and photos of lynx, griz- 
zly, fox, caribou, moose and beaver. At the 
frontier town of Talkeetna a bush pilot lands 


three climbers on the Ruth Glacier to attempt 
the first ascent of the 5000-foot granite wall 
on Mt. Dickey (see above). Perfect weather 
holds at the beginning but the finish is in a 
blizzard — and the climb is far from over. A 
descent down miles of glacier is made in the 
storm to a cabin manned by a priest grub- 
staked by the bush pilot — as incongruous as 


the wildflowers growing from ledges and 


cracks in this lost, lonely world of ice, snow, 
rock and sky. 

Galen Rowell’s interest in mountaineering 
has led him up more than 100 previously un- 
climbed routes in Yosemite, the High Sierra, 
Canada, Alaska and several western states. He

L. Carlson, a nationally known and respected 


artist. Dr. Binford has contributed an intro- 


ductory essay on amateur ornithology and 
furnished a page of non-technical text to at- 
tend the exquisite color renditions by Mr. 
Carlson of the 50 Western birds included. The 
book is published by Macmillan, New York, 
and sells for $25. 


“MINERALS: NATURE’S FAMOUS JEWELS”

Orr. This is a field guide for the flower seeker 
and a book about wildflowers. The volume in- 
cludes 291 color photographs mainly by the 
authors, and is a Chanticleer Press Edition 
published by Alfred A. Knopf, New York. Of 
particular interest is a Special Identification 
System based on color, habitat and general 
appearance. It includes detailed descriptions 
of 400 species and 70 flower families together 
with detailed references to several hundred 
other species.
